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Every Appropriation Cut 
Brings Bureau Protests 
Expanding on our editorial of yesterday dealing 
with how bureau* and agencies of the Government 
•re squealing like stuck pigs because a Republican 
Congress is determined to reduce the cost of Govern­ 
m ent through budget slashes, it has come to our notice 
that free-spending bureaucrats are raising a hue and 
cry because a House committee has killed an appro­ 
priation 
of $31,381,220 to maintain 
and expand 
the State Department’s new program of "cultural 
diplomacy." 
Secretary of State Marshall is endeavoring to 
have this appropriation restored to the budget, and 
to that end held a conference of Congressmen and 
diplomats last night at his office, with a proposal th at 
the “Voice of America” undertaking be removed from 
his department and placed in the hands of a com­ 
mittee, comprised of civilians and representatives of 
broadcasting companies. 
This appropriation, like every other item in the 
budget, has its friends who call it indispensable. But 
Is it worth $31.381.220 to the taxpayers? 
We doubt it. 
This operation is one of the war babies th at survived 
demobilization. 
It has continued without authority 
of Congiesa, by virtue of a presidential decree, which 
Is not a practice to be encouraged in peacetime. 
It 
Includes, among other things the so-called "Voice of 
America," which has thirty-six radio outlets overseas. 
Contention th at this "voice," the cost of which 
rf presents about half the total appropriation, is on 
the air in various languages for some four hundred 
hours a week means little when we don't know how 
many listeners the program reaches. 
Even good 
propaganda Is valueless lf no one hears It. 
And we 
aren't 'satisfied that ours is good propaganda. 
The "Voice,’* on February 17. began hour-a-day 
broadcasts to the Soviet Union. 
Reception in Moscow 
was no* good at first. 
Later, it was reported as 
moderately good to unsatisfactory. 
For one period, 
the program got off the beam and was heard in Latin 
America, where the Russian-language production must 
have caused some mystification. 
It has been established th at the "Voice” is heard 
!n our Moscow' Embassy, and in the Kremlin itself, 
for it has provoked criticism there. 
But surveys by 
American reporters in Moscow disclosed little evidence 
that it had any general audience among the Russian 
people. 
Reliable statistics as to potential listeners on all 
r>? the program’s outlets should be demanded by Con­ 
gress before seriously considering a revival of the 
"Voice” 
The State Department was at the point of adding 
Greek and Turkish broadcasts when the appropriation 
wa* eliminated. 
Were surveys made to determine 
whether there were enough receiving sets in those 
countries to warrant the effort? 
There are no iron 
curtains in those areas, so such checkups would have 
aeem practical, and certainly they were essential 
A study of the broadcasts themselves would be in 
order once the potential audience for the 36-language 
"Voice” Is determined 
But let us hold up on the 
money until both studies can be made, because, to 
reiterate $31,381,220 Is a lot of money to spend if it 
Isn't getting results. 


A Row Of Asoaraqus 
Gardeners, like mast people, will agree that there 
Is a great deal of truth in the saying that anticipation 
Is better than realization. 
But gardeners who grow 
▼ecet ables are inclined to be practical people who find 
It hard to get along solely on anticipation. 
It is for 
this reason that every home plot for “truck” should 
have an asparagus row or two. 
Righ* now. it should be explained, the spears of 
R'paragus are thrusting upward through the brown 
earth 
So it Is that very shortly one of the mast 
delectable of vegetables will be gracing a slice of toast 
on the dinner plate. 
And this at a time when the 
garden is mostly promise mixed with headache. 
It 
w ill be weeks before there will be any harvesting to 
be done except from the asparagus row. 
But there Is plenty of work at hand. 
Spading 
and planting is behind .schedule, as usual, and the 
gardener must do his best to catch up. 
If his carrots 
and beets are not In.-they ought to be. plus cabbage 
plants as well 
And soon it will be time to set out 
tomatoes, get in beans and corn and peppers and all 
the rest 
All together, it is quite a .strain on the 
anticipation. 
So a little realization comes in very nicely and 
a 'paragus takes care of it perfectly. 
The kind that 
comes out of the garden doesn’t need to be tricked out 
with Hollandaise sauce or cheese or even cream. 
It 
Is an amazing stimulant to revive a gardener’s droop­ 
ing ambition, and tho.x^ whose taste does not run to 
asparagus can throw' it on a heap and make a bonfire 
of it after it has dried thoroughly.

DDT POR HLAD LICE 
T 


HE expression, “going over it 
with a fine tooth com b” prob­ 
ably originated in the tre a t­ 
m ent of head lice, as th e com b 
is used literally in an effort to rid 
the scalp of its unw anted guests. 
Any one W’ho he.', witnessed th e pro­ 
cedure will agree th a t it is a pains­ 
taking process, Tile monkeys in th e 
zoo are no m atch for an anxious 
m other who is trying to conquer th e 
parasite. 
School children are tile usual vic­ 
tim s and once th e disturbance be­ 
gins in a classroom, others are likely 
to become infested. 
This is due 
principally to th e carefree attitu d e 
of youngster* in exchanging h ats 
and using the combs and towels of 
others. 


T he head louse. Pediculus capitis, 
lives in the hair and derives its 
nourishm ent by piercing the scalp 
and sucking blood. In so doing, the 
skin is irritated not only by th e 
puncture wound but also because a 
poisonous salivary secretion is in­ 
jected. T his Is th e principal reason 
W'hy itching and infection occur. 
T he tiny pests are prolific. By th e 
tim e they are two weeks old. the 
fem ales m ature and lay th eir eggs 
along the sh afts of th e tresses. T he 
offspring can be recognized as gray­ 
ish. shiny specks, pinhead in size, 
which are firm ly attached to th e 
stran d s at an oblique angle. Som e­ 
tim es they are m istaken for d an d ­ 
ruff but differ in th a t they cannot 
be rubbed off. Elim inating the ad u lt 
form is not enough. Unless th e eggs 
are eradicated, a new batch can be 
expected w ithin seven to IO days, 
the period generally required for th e 
tiny ova to hatch. Here the line 
tooth comb comes in handy as it 
facilitates th e rem oval of the eggs 
as well as th e verm in. 


In the past, larkspur or a m ixture 
of equal part* of kercv-'ene and vine­ 
gar were Hie old standbys. 
A fter 
applying, the scalp was bandaged 
for several hours, during which tim e 
the Organisms were killed and th e 
eggs loosened from th eir m oorings. 
T his was followed by a sham poo 
and m eticulous combing. Tile m ea­ 
sure was repeated day after day 
until th e condition was rem edied. 
O ther 
solvents such 
as 
benzene, 
xylene, and allied com pounds have 
also been employed. 
More recently, a powder co n tain ­ 
ing IO parts of D D T and 90 of in ert 
talc has been used successfully. A 
towel Is whapped around th e head. 
Just below the h air line, so th a t the 
eyes and 
nose are covered 
Tile 
powder 
Is then sprayed, with 
a 
shaker and the child is told not to 
wash his scalp for a week. As a 
rule, the lice are killed w ithin two 
hours but the eggs m ust be removed 
by combing. Those th a t cannot be 
displaced are allowed to incubate 
but. in hatching, are killed by a n ­ 
o ther dose of DDT. 
Som etim es only one application is 
necessary but in th e m ajority the 
rem edy m ust be repeated at th e end 
of a week. W hen this is done, the 
youngster is instructed to sham poo 
on the previous evening 
If, a t the 
end of the second week, nits are 
still detected, 
a 
third course 
is 
dem anded. 
Several 
hundred 
children 
have 
been treated and to date there have 
been no harm lul effect* except on 
th e lice. The m ethod iv relatively 
simple 
a n i 
far less 
messy th an 
other plans.

Government Policy Diminishes 


Truman Price Reduction Appea

T he past week saw continuation 
of two m ovem ents to reduce prices. 
One was more appeals for lower 
prices by President T rum an. The 
o th er was a continuing 
wave of 
price 
reductions 
in 
retail 
stores, 
sometime* called the ‘’Newburyport 
P lan.” because of publicity a tte n d ­ 
ing it in th at M assachusetts town. 
The 
Newburyport 
Plan 
has 
had 
some actual effect, and both it and 
P resident T rum an's appeals 
have 
psychological effect. But as agencies 
for bringing about a real reduction 
in the whole price level of the coun­ 
try, both these m ovem ents are. for 
different reasons, lim ited in effect. 
President T rum an's exhortations 
for lower prices are dim ishcd in 
effectiveness by action* of the gov­ 
ernm ent 
itself. 
G overnm ent 
is a 
direct agency in preventing prices 
from coming down, c a p ita lly in the 
im m ense 
field of 
foodstuffs and 
larm product*. G overnm ent at this 
m om ent is buying potatoes, eggs, 
and some other farm product* for 
the specific and avowed purpose ol 
preventing the prices from going 
down. 
By 
m ethods besides direct 
buying, 
the 
governm ent 
exercise* 
controls over m any other foodstuffs. 
Government Fixes Milk Prier* 
G overnm ent 
fixes the price of 
milk, by what are called Federal 
M arketing orders. At present. F ed­ 
eral orders are in effect in some 
29 cities and suburban areas, and 
the G overnm ent has authority to 
issue them anyw here W hether tile 
prices thus fixed by tile governm ent 
ought to be reduced is in contro­ 
versy am ong the interest* affected. 
T he governm ent itself has moved 
tow ard fixing lower prices in some 
area*. Some producer* claim they 
could get higher prices tor th eir 
milk if tile Federal order fixing the 
price were w ithdraw n 
Tile consum er is in no doubt, to 
m any tile price of milk is cruelly 
high. Tw enty cents a quart, the 
price in m any cities, m eans to a 
family 
with 
several 
children 
as 
m uch as a dollar a day for as m uch 
milk as children ough* to have. A 
dollar a dav Ls $365 a year. a serious 
burden to a family whose total bud­ 
get is say $3.(KH) a year 
Farm ers are uncom fortable about 
the high price of milk they sell, 
but say, with justice, that the co st 
of producing milk i* high including 
Ihe cost of feed for cows

Truman Appeal Diminished 
So long as governm ent buys some 
farm products for the direct p u r­ 
p o se of 
preventing 
reduction* 
ta 
th eir prices, and makes itself 
ic- 


sponsible for other prices by fixing 
them , and as to nearly all farm 
product* has at all times a policy 
it calls “price support." President 
T rum an's appeals for lower prices 
of goods and a lower price level 
generally are dim inished in el fee- 
tiveness And so far as he focuses 
hLs appeals ujion prices of m an u ­ 
factured goods, rem aining reticent 
on prices of farm products. hLs re t­ 
icence im pairs some of the effect 
of ills words. A strong word from 
President T rum an about prices of 
farm products, or even better an 
action, would m ake his appeal for 
lower prices in general more con­ 
vincing. A lower price level in gen­ 
eral m ust m ean 
lower prices on 
the part of all and for the benefit 
of all. T here was a sign the other 
day that Mr. T rum an is aw are of 
the Achilles heel in his pleas 
At 
a press conference Mr. T rum an was 
asked how he tell about a pro­ 
posed new governm ental action to 
keep up the price of wool T here 
was some tartness iii his voice and 
m anner a* he said he did not fa ­ 
vor it 
Tile New bui \ lam Plan of reduc­ 
ing prices in retail has a limit eas­ 
ily foreseen 
unless there can 
be 
another Newburyport Plan on the 
p art of m anufacturers. 
After the 
retailer has sold the goods on his 
shelves, he must turn to the whole­ 
saler or m anufacturer for a new 
supply 
W hether 
a 
m anufacturer 
will or can sell at a lower prier de­ 
pends on his costs, and his cost* In­ 
clude the recent raises in wages in 
large industries.
